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The Department of Agriculture has evidence that on or about June 3, 2013 and October 8, 2014 you or 
your organization committed the following violation of Federal Regulations.

2.40(b)(2) • Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 

programs of adequate veterinary care that include: The use of 
appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat 
diseases and injuries, and the availability of emergency, 
weekend, and holiday care. 

Several guinea pigs were observed with eye abnormalities and skin 
lesions. The veterinarian had not been contacted prior to inspection. 
**Grey guinea pig in pen 45 had greyish mucus discharge around 
outside of left eye. 

**Black and white guinea pig in pen 32 had left eye completely closed 
with crusty discharge and swollen. 

**Black and white guinea pig in pen 8 had partially closed right eye 
and white mucus discharge from lower lid. 

**Black and white guinea pig in pen 29 had skin lesions around right 
eye and on top of the nose. Dark red to black crusty areas consistent 
with scabs/dried blood and small amounts of fresh blood were 
present. 

**Tri-color guinea pig in pen 4 had skin lesions on the left hip. Small 
red to black color scabs and moderate hair loss in the area. 

**White guinea pig in pen 45 had skin lesions around the right eye 
with dry flaky skin in the lower corner of the eye. Hair loss and a 
few small red scab-like lesions were in the area. 

**Tri-color guinea pig in pen 48 had skin lesions on top of the nose, 
cluster of small red color scabs with moderate hair loss and dry flaky 
skin. 

**White guinea pig in pen 50 had skin lesions around the left eye 
with dry flaky skin and hair loss in lower corner of the eye. 

**Left eye of a black and white guinea pig in pen 4 had cloudy 
appearance. Opaque white flakes were seen in center of cornea. 
**Brown and white guinea pig in pen 29 had skin lesions around 
right eye and on top of the nose. Skin under lower left eye lid was 
dry and flaky with hair loss. 
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Titles 7 & 9 Code of Federal Regulations were promulgated to help prevent the spread of animal and plant pests and 
diseases and assure the humane treatment of animals. Since violations of the regulations can have serious and costly 
impact detrimental to the public interest, you are warned of this violation.
